Mississippi. He saw two wars and 
look an active share In the Indian up- 
risings, yet when on his deathbed he 
was asked to dictate to a reporter the 
scene he considered most exciting in 
bis life be chose a theme with which 
few if any of his countrymen are ac- 
rjuainted. 


The revolt in the Taos valley, if ever 


It came to the ears of the authorities, 
was never universally disseminated. 
It appears on no page of common his- 
tory, and, although for horror it com- 
pares favorably with the massacre nt 
the Alamo, no novelist has seen fit 
to make it a central theme. 


The section now known as New Mex- 


ico was formally taken possession of 
by the Americans in the spring of 
1846. 
General Kearny was at tliat 


time in command of the invading 
forces. He made his headquarters at 
Santa Fe and remained in active su- 
perintendence for more than a year. 
At the expiration of that period the 
growing need of troops on the Pacific 
coast led to. his withdrawal to Lower 
California. 
He left two rcg'ments 


with a military governor in charge, 
Charles Bent, with a handful of men, 
was left to guard Santa Fe. The Mex- 
ican governor, General Armljo, had 
fled ou the advance of the hated Tan- 
kees. His people, no matter what thelf 
secret thoughts might be, had been the 
most peaceable of subjects, yet the 
body of the army had not been gone 
two months before the Americans saw 
that trouble was imminent.

bert, "they commenced the attack by 
sending in to us a flag- of truce, de- 
manding our arms and ammunition 
and an unconditional surrender of our- 
selves.
